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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


‘To the School Directors and Citizens of the Town of Orange: 

I submit, herewith, my annual report of the conditions 
existing in the schools of the Town of Orange. 

The organization of the district is the same as last year 
-—four towns and one incorporated district. 'There are 42 
teachres. This is three less than last year. 

In the Town of Orange changes were made in four 
teaching positions. In addition one teaching position at the 
Center was discontinued. Miss Marian Royce is teaching 
at Cutler Corner, Miss Helen Eastman at the Center, Mrs. 
Lettie O’Meara at the Clement School and Mrs. Vivian Hut- 
chins at East Orange. 

The situation at the Center has been made satisfactory 
by transporting all children from the mountain, below grade 
five, to the Wilson School. Neither school is overcrowded 
and it is possible to get along with one less teacher. ‘This 
is also making the cost less to the town. _ 

‘We are fortunate to have efficient teachers at a time 
when it is very difficult to secure any kind of teacher. The 
most important problem, right now, is to pay salaries that 
will make it possible to retain our teachers. 

More young people will have to be found to take teacher 
training. An effort is being made to make more scholar- 
ships available to the teacher training schools. Also the 
legislature is being asked to raise the amount of state aid 
from $15 to $16.50 per pupil in average daily attendance. 
This will make available the money now being withheld 
from the towns because of decreased enrollments and will 
Save some towns from receiving a big cut in state aid. 

Regular state aid this year is $2221.58 compared with 
$2501.78 last year. 

Electric lights have been installed at the Center from 
community funds. 
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Considerable work has also been done toward excava- 
ting the basement and making the heating arrangements: 
meet the state regulations. 

New adjustable shades nave been secured at the Wilson 
school, 

All the communities have raised some ‘money to help 
improve conditions and the interest in the schools, in spite 
of war conditions, has been very commendable.

Seventeen elementary tuition pupils have. attended 
school in town from sanianant Corinth, Barre Town and 
Washington. 

There were 11 high ‘school pupils enrolled in three diff- 
erent high schools during the Fail term. These were divid- 
ed as follows: Spaulding 6 Northfield 1, Bradford 4. The 
town is paying $85 per pupil for high school tuition. This 
is ten dollars more than the amount required by law. 

There has not been enough money this year to do the 
needed painting of buildings. The Cutler Corner, Center 
and Wilson schools all need to be painted. It is hoped that 
some of this can be done next year in order to preserve the 
buildings. 

Teachers have helped with the different rationings and 
with the scrap drive.The children also cooperated very well 
in carrying out activities in connection with the war effort. 
A large amount of scrap was collected by the different 
schools. 

The following is a summary of some of the things that 
should be considered: 

1. Teachers’ salaries paid that will make it possible to 
retain and secure efficient teachers. This is most import- 
ant.
